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ENGINEERING COMPUTER BUREAU 


This Bureau is continuing to prepare programs for the IBM 
1620 computer which result in considerable time savings. 
During January, a computer program was prepared for working 
out the average weighted price sheets used by our erigineers 
in calculating the estimated cost of construction projects. 
This computer program saves approximately 2 man months. 
Total time required for preparation of the price index, 
using the computer, was three days plus approximately a week 


of printing and collation time. 


As a by-product, the Bureau developed an averaged weighted 
price list for use in preparation of the cost estimate of 
completing the Interstate System which must be turned in to 


the Bureau of Public Roads this sumer, 


As an example of the normal flow of work through this Bureau, 
it processed 700 horizontal alignment design problems during the 


month, 
BUREAU OF DATA PROCESSING 


This Bureau, utilizing the IBM 1401 computer, functions for the 
administrative side of the Department in much the same way as 

the Engineering Computer Bureav functions for the construction 
side. Approximately 100 ditferent programs have been developed 


for use on the 10] computer. As a result, the Department is now

in a position to obtain information never before available on 
a timely basis. For example, we now have a complete inventory 


run off. 
OPEN HOUSE 


In order that Highway Department employees might betome fully 
acquainted with the operations and value of both the Engineering 
Computer Bureau and the Bureau of Data Processing, a joint open 
house was held this month... Over a two-day period, 650 employees 
toured both Bureaus in groups of 25. They were shown the complete 
computer installation, had the nature of the computer programs 
explained to them, and were shown a film entitled "What is 


Electronic Data Processing?". 
TRAINING 


A new refresher course in soils testing for field engineers 
assigned to the Soils Bureau was started this month. Two men 
from each of the three construction districts are being trained 
each week. This has resulted in very close relations between 
student and instructor. The course will be repeated each week 
for five weeks so that all of the men working in professional 


categories may take advantage of it. 


Only those tests are being performed which generally cannot 


be performed in the field, due to the complexity of equipment. 
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TRAINING, cont'd, 


Although these men are not called upon to perform these 
particular tests in the field, their understanding of soils 


characteristic and design is greatly increased, 


It is felt that this experience will prove invaluable to the 
Department in providing better qualified persorinel and to the 


men themselves in that they will be better prepared for examinations. 


At the same time, a training program for new laboratory employees 
was started, focusing on instructing field personnel in the use 


of laboratory testing equipment. 
RIGHT OF WAY ACQUISITION 


A total of 307 condemation complaints was filed during calendar 
1963. An additional hh complaints were filed during January. 
Based on these figures, the Highway Department will file 500 
condemnation complaints during 196, a figure which agrees with 


the forecast of the Right of Way Division. 


This again raises the problem not only of additional deputies attorney general 
but of the need for more deputies to handle the potentially 


increased number of cases, let alone the present backlog. 
MOTOR VEHICLE REGISTRATIONS 


In line with the Highway Department's continuing responsibility 


to the Federal Bureau of Public Roads, our Bureau of Planning 
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MOTOR VEHICLE REGISTRATIONS, cont'd. 


has reported on the motor vehicle registrations issued during 
calendar 1963. 


These amount to a total of 2,842,008 registrations issued, of 


which 2, 38,339 were for passenger motor vehicles. 


The largest number of registrations, 433,518, were issued in 
March. The only months in which less than 200,000 registrations 


were issued were September, November and December. 


It is interesting to note that slightly less than 16,000 
passenger registrations were issued to governmental units, and 
slightly more than 20,000 commercial registrations were issued 
to governmental units. Of the passenger registrations issued 
to governmental units, slightly more than 3,000 were classified 


as "straight plates (issued no fee confidential purpose)", 
PUBLIC INFORMATION 


As the variety and scope of the Highway Department's activities, 
particularly in the construction program, have expanded, the 
function of public information has likewise grown as a natural 
consequence. One has only to read the volume of daily correspondence 
from the public to recognize the intense interest displayed by the 
citizens of New Jersey in the activities of the Highway Department. 
Many problems are brought to the Department's attention in this 


manner.

There is, of course, a distinction between "public information" 
and "public relations". The mission of the Highway Department's 
Bureau of Public Information is specified in its title -- in no 
way does it function as "press agent" for the Department, rather 
is it concerned with supplying to the public the facts on the 
questions which they present as well as the facts on those 
activities presently in the planning stage which will affect 

the public in the future. 


The following resume of one month's activities by the Bureau 
of Public Information is presented as typifying the type of 


work it does: 


N. J. Banker's Association 


Correspondence initiated during the latter part of 1963 culminated early

At the time the agreement with the Henke! Association was made this 
Bureau had approximately 35,000 of the booklets on hand. The offer to 
the Association was made in the quantity of 30,000. Rather than attempt 
to proportionately scale down the requests, the decision was made to 
revise the format and produce a special small folder which would consume 
less in time and production costs while retaining all of the elements 

in the booklet. Production of the new folders was initiated in two 

date of 90)000 cach in order that the reproduction section of the burean

Status of the Interstate System Report 


For a considerable period of time this Bureau has been attempting to 
establish format for and produce a simple report showing the status 

of each of the Interstate routes as to portions open to traffic, under 
genbtrioticn, under final engineering, or in preliminary engineering 
status. The stalemate in production of such a report was due mainly 

to questions as to the amount of detail that should be contained, graphics, 
and the availability of figures that were substantially in agreement with 
other reports being issued periodically by other sections of the Depart- 
ment and the U.S. Bureau of Public Roads. In an effort to break this 
deadlock an arbitrary format was set by this Bureau, no graphics were 
included, and all figures were checked out closely with original tabula- 
tions furnished to the U.S. Bureau of Public Roads. The end result was 
the limited production of a report of the status of the Interstate System 


in New Jersey. 


Although no distribution of this report is intended at this time, it is 
hoped that all decisions as to future format can be resolved before March 
1 in time for large scale reproduction of a fairly inexpensive report 

- that could be circulated on a large scale well in advance of the regular 
| saaeterly reports that are issued by the U.S, Bureau of Public Roads and 
have in the past appeared to be somewhat confusing to the local press. 


In order to expedite the gathering of the necessary statistics on each 
quarter, this Bureau haeibeel ad contact with the engineering computer 
section and it is planned that a computer program will be originated 
before March 1. The basic figures to be utilized in the computer 
program would be the same as furnished to the U.S. Bureau of Public 
Roads. The resulting statistics, although presented in different form, 
| “would therefore be in complete agreement with the Federal reports.

General Services 


Miscellaneous general services of the Bureau during the month included 
meeting with the supervising engineer with the Roads Construction Bureau 
and arriving at a standard format for that Bureau's use in the preparation 
of annual reports by each of its corstruction districts. In the past 

there was considerable variation in the manner in which each district 
reported. This was ironed out somewhat last year, but final standardization 


as well as the inclusion of other features was desirable. 


The Bureau cooperated with the Middlesex County Planning Board in a project 
it had undertaken to determine the availability and future outlook for 
borrow excavation material in the vicinity of Jamesburg. The Bureau 
assisted in this project by permitting a Planning Board employes to 
extract information from Departmental records in Pinsent oh of this Bureau 


at the Bureau's offices. This was done over a period of three days. 


Preliminary discussions during the month were held with representatives 


of the General Drafting Corporation who have for the past several years 


prepared the State Highway Department's Official Map and Guide. Design 

of the cover for the 196 map had been previously approved by Commissioner 
Dwight R. G. Palmer. It was estimated by the General Drafting Corporation 
representative that approximately 18 weeks would be required for the pro- 
duction of the map after a contract had been entered into as the result 

of bidding through the State Department of the Treasury, Division of State

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PUBLIC INFORMATION, cont'd. 


Discussions with a representative of the Newark Museum concerning the 
availability of material for a proposed Tercentenary exhibition were 
held early in the month. The Museum is particularly interested in 
obtaining the use of a model, a selection of photographs that would 
typify past and present highways, old route markers, and such other items 
as we might be able to loan them for approximately three months. The 
Museum's representative reviewed our photographic files and selected 
eight photographs that he felt would be of possible use. Subsequently, 
the Bureau has located two old signs that could be made avialable to the 


Museum, and will make arrangements for furnishing a model for the exhibit. 


Communi ty Relations 


Special assignments during the month included meeting with officials 
of the Gouldtown School near Bridgeton in Salem County on January 22. 
Purpose of the meeting was to determine conditions concerning safety 
of school children.

project; and five dealt with traffic conditions as a result of work underway 
on the State Highway System.

This was of course in addition to daily responses to telephone inquiries 
from various newspapers and individuals throughout the State concerning 
construction activities of the Department. 


Models and Exhibits 


Over a period of several years a problem of increasingly greater proportions 
has been the storing and availability of engineering exhibits eetnantly 

in the form of hugh aerial photographs with overlays, which were used 

in the explanation of proposed projects by our engineers at public hearings « 
During the month all questions of responsibility for storing and producing 
these exhibits upon request after their original use was placed with this 
section of the Bureau. As aid to our carrying out this function, the 

Roads Division has loaned, on a permanent basis, an engineering aide and 
through negotiations with the Equipment Bureau of the Division of Main- , 
tenance and Operations space has been made avialable in Building #8 in 

the Fernwood area for storage of these exhibits. At the preserit time 
construction of adequate racks is underway within Building #8 and during 
next month it is expected that a full system will be set up for organizing 
and handling these exhibits efficiently. 


The major model now under production in our shop concerns the interchange 


proposals for Route 78 in the vicinity of the Newark Airport.

An experimental side project undertalon during bhe month eohberns exploring 
the possibility of reproducing a three-foot bas-relief State shield for 
possible use in future highway department exhibits and in departmental 

offices throughout the State. The basic shield has been located in the 

lobby of the department since construction of the Highway Department Building. 
It was removed in order to accommodate refinishing operations in the lobby. 
During this period, a rubber mold was made and an experimental shield has 
been cast in reinforced plaster. There is every indication that this 

Bureau will have no difficulty in reproducing additional State Seals at 
practically no cost from the mold that we have made. It is our under- 
standing that where such shields are included in the construction of bridges, 
their cost approximates $1,000 each. Of course, they are cast of a 

different basic material and have a porcelainized baked-on finish. However, 
the mold does offer some possibilities along this line which will be 


j 


explored further. 
Photography 


The principal activities in this area of the Bureau's operations were of 
a service nature in furnishing and operating its visual aid equipment as 
well as photographic processing of ten rolls of film and furnishing 616 


prints and 66 re-prints of photographs. 


Photographic print services were furnished to the Maintenance Division 

(78 prints); Planning and Traffic Division (12 prints); Claims Bureau 

(8 prints); Bridge Division (36 prints); Right of Way Division (146 prints); 
Roads Construction Bureau (36 prints); and Miscellaneous prints within 

the Bureau for its purposes in meeting requests made directly to the Bureau 
(9h prints). In addition 300, 2-1/4 by 2-1/) file prints were produced for 
up-dating the Bureau's photographic files.

Use of the Bureau's visual aide equipment was required in 31 instances 
during the month. The 35mm slide projector was used on 13 occasions, 
the Lénin novie projector on 1) occasions, and the overhead projector on 
ky eookedone. Activities requiring use of this equipment included land- 
scaping the State Highway Engineer's office, the Bureau's Community 
Relations program, laboratory, Division of Railroad Transportation, 


Personnel Division, and the Data Proceseing Unit. 


Principal field trips were made during the month for the purpose of 
building up a color transparency slide file on conmuter services across 
the Hudson River and to photograph a particular condition occurring within 
one of our construction projects that the Roads Construction Bureau wished 


for its records. 


Work is being continued on re-organization and modernization of the 
Department's photo files and 100 back items were added to the new file 
during the month. Some consideration is being given at this time to 
the possibility of utilizing IBM card and card sorting applications for 
the purpose of cross-referencing our file negatives in the future. Any 
outcome that appears to be feasible for incorporation in our present 


system will be reported in subsequent monthly reports. 
Radio 


As the direct result of a series of field visits that are now in progress, 
two new stations (WKMB of Camden and WNNJ of Newton) were added to the 


list of stations now receiving and using our radio broadcast programs.

This makes a total of 26 stations which now carry"Spotlight on Highways". 
Visits yeti the month were made to stations Trenton, Princeton, Asbury 
Park, Eatontown, Long Branch, Washington, Newton, al eat Burlington, 
and Camden Soe the purpose of obtaining their reaction on programs furnished 
to them thus far and their policies with regard to our programs in the 
future. The results were quite heartening and on an overall basis our 
program appears to be well received. A complete report in detail will 
be rendered upon completion of the survey, which is expected during 
February . 

At the present time we are having the scripts of all previously recorded 
programs reproduced for the purpose of furnishing them to all other 
State Highway Departments in the United States, Completion of this 
project will depend entirely upon the time element involved in the 
reproduction processes being undertaken by the Bureau of Office 
Services. 

In addition to preparing a backlog of material for future programs, par-~ 
ticipating in three recording sessions during the month and formulating 
two complete additional scripts, six news releases concerning traffic 


signal installations and speed zoning changes were published.

President Barba, Mr. Wright, Friends: 


First of all, allow me to express my sincere appreciation at being 
privileged to appear before such a large and influential group to 
discuss the transportation problems of our State. We in the Highway 
Department have long recognized the interdependence of our efforts 
with those of private enterprise, and the importance of both to the 


economy of New Jersey. 


All of us here know that the location of new residential development 
depends to a large extent upon the available transportation facilities. 
We also realize that successful residential development creates a new 
demand for all manner of services, including more and better trans- 
portation. Our interests go together, hand in hand, and so it is 
appropriate that we meet together and discuss i movement of people 


and of goods. 


The first Annual Highway Construction Program which I was privileged 
to present to then Governor Robert B. Meyner on August 25, 195h, called 
for the expenditure of $25,550,000, with a little more than one-third 


of this to be provided by the Federal Government. 


Our most recent Construction Program, submitted to Governor Richard J. 


Hughes July 26, 1963, called for a total expenditure of some $20) million, 
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with the Federal Government supplying slightly more than three-fourths 
of it. These figures illustrate the growth of our effort in the past 
decade, but the change in the transportation planning behind the dollar 


sign is even greater. 


You folks are in a position to see at first hand the Repent congested 
urban nature of New Jersey as a State, and the tremendous competition 
for "living space" in and around our metropolitan centers. Only the 
other day, while discussing alignment of a new highway es one of 
our older cities, we were told there were virtually no building lots 
available within the entire municipality, except those which might be 


required for the highway. 


The fact that we must destroy homes and businesses to put a highway 
anywhere in northeastern New Jersey, creates a problem requiring 
more complex solutions than perhaps in any other urban area of the 


Nation. 


However, much more than the mere destruction of existing homes and 
businesses is involved. One feels the real impact when the dislocation 
of people these massive projects demand is considered. One of our 
highways which must go under construction in the comparatively near 
future will require the relocation of hundreds of residents of a 
relatively small area. This is not only a problem for us, but also 


poses monumental questions for local government. 


And the effect upon your industry is obvious. 
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Every new highway is eagerly desired by all -- right up until we 
draw a line on a map. Then it is angrily rejected by all who live 
or work in the area absorbed by the line. Our only course of action 


is careful study, painstaking analysis and patient explanation. 


In the past this was based, to a large extent, only upon the trans- 
portation needs of the area. The Highway Programs of the late hO's 
and early 50's focused almost entirely upon piecemeal improvement of 
the existing road network so that actually inadequate highways could 
carry heavier volumes of traffic to the existing population and 


commercial centers. 


Beginning in 195h, we commenced construction of the magnificent new 
Interstate Routes. These superhighways will of course relieve much 

of the crushing traffic burden on our older routes. Gontrary to popular 
belief, the greater proportion of traffic on the Interstate Routes 
will be local, taking the high speed and heavy truck traffic away from 
local streets and thus easing local maintenance costs. At about the 
same time we also began working in earnest @ithin the limits of our 
resources) upon a new system of non-interstate freeways, which even 


now has been too much delayed by lack of money. 

All of these will play a vitalrole in developing many areas of the 
State. 
Far more than is generally known, we acted under the concept now 


embodied in the Federal Highway Law -- that all new highways in urban 


areas should be based on comprehensive, coordinated, continuing planning. 
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There's more than a little misinformation regarding the need for this 


kind of preparation floating about, so let me give you some background: 


Almost two years ago the Administrator of the Federal Housing and Home 
Finance Agency and the U.S. Secretary of Commerce signed a joint letter 
to the President, setting forth the basic philosophy for what is now 

the law of the land. As they said then, "transportation is one of the 
key factors in shaping our cities....Federal Aid for urban transportation 
facilities should be made available only when urban communities have 
prepared or are actively preparing up-to-date general plans for the 
entire urban area which relate transportation plans to land-use and 


development plans." 


They noted that one of the major objectives of any good urban trans- 


portation policy is the achievement of "sound land-use patterns". 


I am certain all of you are familiar enough with modern planning 
techniques to realize this means the Highway Departments of the 
Nation, in close cooperation with other State and local government 
agencies, must undertake: first, to collect a vast amount of raw 
datas; second, to analyze it in detail from several points of view; 
and third, to provide a comprehensive transportation plan keyed to 
the future development of the entire urban area involved in any 


particular study. 


As far as New Jersey is concerned, almost the entire State is now 
involved in this type of planning. In the southern metropolitan area, 
we have had the Penn-Jersey study in operation for the past four years, 
covering in our State the counties of Burlington, Camden, Gloucester 


and Mercer, 
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In the northern metropolitan area, we have the New Jersey Transportation 
Study, instituted last year, covering the counties of Bergen, Essex, 


Hudson, Passaic, Morris, Somerset, Middlesex, Monmouth and Mercer, 


We are presently doing the paper work required to set up a cooperative 
study of the Atlantic City urban area, which includes all of Atlantic 
County and some of Cape May County. Also, there is a possibility that 


a portion of Salem County would be included in a future study. 


The land-use section of all these studies will, of course, deal in- 
timately with the question of residential development -- future as 
well as present. Patterns of growth in almost every field of human 
activity will be projected into the future. While the future trans- 
portation requirements will be paramount from the point of view of the 
Highway Department, I am certain you can see how valuable the results 


of these studies will be to the home building industry. 


It should be possible, upon completion of this work --(and let me 

assure you that these studies are not intended to languish in limbo 

for an indefinite period until someone Poe yee tna from a dusty 
library shelf)-- to know with much greater certainty where, how and when 
the highways of the future should be built, what areas of the State 
will be available for new residential development, and when, which 
urban regions will require redevelopment, and where new commerce and 


industry will find it convenient to locate, 


In the meantime, the New Jersey State Highway Department will proceed 


as expeditiously as possible with the design and construction of t hose 
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highways which are already’ 4 permanent part of our planning. These, 
of course, include all of the new Interstate Routes. At the last 
count, dbeuth! 1h0 miles or slightly more than 37% of New Jersey's 
Interstate System was open to traffic. A large number of projects 
are under construction and scheduled for completion this year, for 
example, the Bergen-Passaic Expressway (Interstate Route 80 and 95) 


from the George Washington Bridge into Paterson. 


A heavy volume of construction contracts will be awarded this spring 
and summer on Interstate Route 78 from Springfield to the west, on 
Interstate Route 287 in Somerset County, on Interstate Route 80 west 
of Paterson, and on Interstate Route 280 in Essex County. Design, 
acquisition of right-of-way, and preliminary construction are underway 


on Route 80S and Route 295 in the southern portion of the State. 


The work on Route 78, with the exception of the Springfield area, and 
on Route 287 involves largely rural areas. No great dislocation of 
people is required. On the contrary, these new highways, even though 
they are freeways without immediate access from adjoining properties, 
will undoubtedly play a dominant role in opening up the territory 
through which they pass to new residential and commercial developments. 
We have already seen the pattern in the Parsippany-Troy Hills area, 


for example. 


The work on Route 280, however, does involve relocation of people on 
a large scale. As a matter of fact, our concern that residents in the 
path of the Essex East-West Freeway suffer no undue hardships is one of the 


major reason why this work has not proceeded more rapidly. 
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In East Orange, where a massive interchange with the Garden State 
Parkway will be located, our right-of-way acquisition is being 
closely doérdinated with the efforts of the local urban renewal 
people. They will acquire, in the first instance, much of the pro- 
perty needed for the freeway and we in turn will purchase it from 
them. Every effort is being made at the local level to relocate the 


residents affected by the highway prior to the start of construction. 


In Newark itself, public hearings will be held this month on a 
modified alignment of Interstate Route 78 and Route 75, the 

Midtown Connector between Route 78 and Route 280. The Midtown 
Connector passes through or skirts for most of its length several 
urban renewal projects of the City of Newark and, therefore, it may 
be assumed the East Orange displaced persons pattern willbe followed. 
There is no doubt whatsoever that both of these routes will require 
the relocation of many people. We have been assured that the City 

of Newark, in order to win Federal approval for its ater renewal 


projects, has a housing plan to handle most of these. 


Somewhat the same situation will exist, although to a lesser 
degree, when final construction of the North-South Freeway (Route 


80S) begins in Camden. 


The Highway Department itself, acting within the limits of the 
applicable Federal and State laws, is offering Advisory 
Relocation Assistance to all residents affected by new highways 


and, in addition, is paying a portion of the moving costs. 
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Here I would like to pause a secom and offer a word of sincere. 
thanks to your president, Louis Barba, and through him to your 
association for the help you have provided in setting up the 
Department's Committee on Advisory Relocation Assistance, which is 
composed of the leading organizations in the fields of real 
estate, banking, mortgage financing, and hore building. The 
pattern established in New Jersey, with the help of this Committee, 


has received great acclaim throughout the Country. 


The State Highway Department recognized, right at the start, that 
it would face tremendous difficulties in the location, design, 
and construction of these Interstate Routes in our urban areas, 
For that reason, we attempted to concentrate on these areas 


first, leaving the rural areas until the latter part of the Program. 


You are probably femiliar with the locations in which we have 

_ encountered lengthy disputes over alignment and some controversy 
involving design. This has delayed construction of some segments of 
the Interstate System to a degree, however, it was recognized in the 
beginning that we would probably encounter some delays and anticipated 


normal delays were provided for in our overall scheduling. 


At the present time, we hope that virtually all of these frustrations 


have been overcome, 


While the Interstate routes have received most of the publicity in 
recent years, much has also been accomplished on the non-interstate 


freeways which the Highway Department views as absolutely essential 
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to the proper movement of people and goods in New Jersey. A large 
share of this work hes been in the realm of location, design, and 
Fiehtcof-wey; rather than construction. But you can't build 
modern Fresuaye, especially in urban areas, without sizable amounts 
of money -- and enough money for this kind of construction is 


just what we don't have. 


However, we now know pretty well where we are going to put and 
how we are going to build the Route 18 Freeway and the Route 35 
Freeway in Monmouth County, the Route 29 Freeway in Mercer, 

the Route 2h Freeway from Springfield west, the Route lO Freeway 
in Middlesex and also in Hudson, the Route 55 Freeway through 

the Vineland-Millville area and south to Cape May, the Route 20 
Re Route 21 Freeways in Passaic County, and several others, 

Here again, we have gotten past the "birth pang" stage and 


future progress will depend on financial nourishment. 


With this picture in mind, you can readily see that the pace of our 
Prone or way activity is due for a sharp acceleration. Our right-of- 
way production will increase from a level of 2,500 parcels acquired, 
‘let He ne at a cost of some $30 million in a year to a level of 
about 6,000 parcels a year. You can well imagine the impact upon 


your industry. 


It seems to us that people are much less unhappy about being forced 
to move if they have a reasonable choice of new homes at a reasonable 
cost. A common complaint is that the price we pay for a home or 


business property -- which cannot exceed fair market value -- is 
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insufficient for the owner to purchase a comparable property elsewhere. 
The same is true of tenants. This is a challenge which government 

and private industry must face and overcome together. Our joint 
responsibility for providing thousands of new homes each year 


cannot be escaped. 


As you can see, a very high percentage of our work involves real 
estate. We must take the nature and value of development within 
an area into consideration when we plan a highway through it, 

we must consider the economic effects of various types of design, 
and we must acquire the necessary right-of-way through fair and 
modern techniques of appraisal and negotiation. Even now, we 
are in the process of up-grading our procedures for training and 


enlarging our staff. 


Right-of-way accounts for at least 25 cents out of every dollar 
in our Construction Program. This is a high percentage compared 
to most other States and is due entirely to the urban nature of 
New Jersey, In view of the tremendous sums involved in the 
acquisition of right-of-way for our new freeways, it has always 
Pe oorestnen sense to us for the State to acquire as much of 

the necessary property as possible a few years in advance of the 


actual construction, 


There is no doubt whatsoever that the saving to the taxpayers would 
be tremendous. We have wee on record where land that we could 
have purchased for perhaps $2000 or $3000 an acre, had the money 
been available, rose in value to $25,000 a lot or more due to 


residential development, 
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It would also seem that advance acquisition would be a desirable 


course from your point of view. It would eliminate uncertainty, 


prevent development in the'path of highways which cannot be shifted 
due to other factors, and eliminate the heartbreak which must 
come with purchasing a new home only to learn that it must be 


removed to make room for a highway. 


We, of course, are under a duty to prevent the sort of land 
speculation which might result if our right-of-way plans were 
known to all far in advance of our ability to acquire the property. 
On the other hand, we try to cooperate to the fullest extent 
possible with developers and local government by giving them our 
"best guess" as to whether a particular tract may be affected by a 


proposed route. 


It would seem the present procedure could be improved -=- perhaps by 
allowing the State to reserve highway rights-of-way once alignments 


are determined, 


There was quite a bit of conversation around the State last fall 
about the Highway Department's Master Plan. The price tag for 
meeting our 1975 traffic needs is approximately $2 billion. 
Completion of the Interstate System will require about one-fourth 
of this amount. Completion of the non-interstate freeways we 

have planned for so many years would take more than one-third, 

The rest would be spent on widening and dualizing existing highways 


and a wide variety of safety improvements. 


With the Federal Government paying 90% we do not lack funds for 


completion of the Interstate Routes. However, with a combined 
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State and Federal contribution of only $3); million a year for non 
interstate freeways and improvement of existing highways on the 
primary system, we are far, far behind in this category. Based 
on the present current appropriations to the Highway Department, 
we will be approximately $1 billion behind in 1975, The Govemor 
has spoken of the need for a new revenue source, and we certainly 
solicit your earnest consideration of the transportation facets 


of his program, 


No discussion of New Jersey's Highway Program would be complete 
without according recognition to the vital role played by our greatest 
allies in the movement of people and goods -- the commuter railroads, 


Without them, our task would be virtually insurmountable, 


At the present time, at a cost of some $6 million a year, we have 
preserved essential passenger service. This will not save it for 
us in the long run, however, unless funds are forthcoming to make 
needed capital improvements including the purchase of new and 


modern equipment. 


New Jersey's overall transportation needs are so great that there 
should be no voice raised against our desire to make the fullest 

use of every available facility. Competition among various modes 

of transportation, if permitted to continue, could spell ruin 

for the State's economy. Balanced transportation is here to stay 
and it is up to all of us to help make it work. Although the members of 


your industry probably think more in terms of highway transportation 
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when contemplating new residential development, do not forget the benefits of 
convenient mass transit to those who live in New Jersey and work in 


our sister States of New York and Pennsylvania. 


We in the Highway Department are wedded to the concept of making 
the most out of what we have rather than tossing our existing 
facilities into the garbage can and spending billions on some 
radically new scheme. We would rather stretch the taxpayers dollar 


as far as we can, 


In all of this we need your help. Your understanding of the State's 
transportation needs and of the Highway Department's role in fulfilling 

these needs is vital to our success, Your industry, which experiences 
every day the difficulty of attracting home buyers into an area with 
inadequate transportation is perhaps in a better position than most to under- 
stand our difficulties. We hope we can count on you to share this 


understanding with the rest of the community.

Trenton, Feb. 10 = The New Jersey State Highway Department today announced 
construction crews began working last week on the interchange for Interstate 


Routes 287 and 80 in Parsippany-Troy Hills, Morris County. 


As a new effort in explaining major highway projects to affected or interested 
local residents, the Department also announced it will open a one-day "Infor- 
mation Center" from 10 a.m. to 10 p.em. on February 14. The center will be 

located in the Parsippany-Troy Hills Town Hall, at the intersection of Routes 


207 and 6, 


Officials from the Department's Right of Way Division will be present to explain 
property acquisition procedures, and Relocation Advisory Assistance services, 
Construction engineers also will be on hand to explain the engineering plans 


which will be on display. 


The Route 287 information center will be held as a test informational project. 


If successful, it will become standard procedure, 


The first construction job to be done at the interchange site will be clearing 


the land in the vicinity of Smith Road and Littleton Road. 


At the same time, construction of a temporary detour road to take Littleton 
Road traffic around the site of two Route 287 overpass bridges will begin.

Next, another temporary road will be constructed alongside the northbound roadway 


of existing Route 287 (the Route 202 Freeway). 


Then, after traffic has been routed around the site, work will begin in earnest 


on the main interchange. 


The entire project, to cost nearly $2 million, will be slightly more than a mile 
in length. The interchange will directly link the existing Route U.S, 202 
Freeway portion of Interstate Route 287 and the northerly sections of Route 287, 
between Route U.S, 46 and the intersection with Route U.S, 202 in Montville 
Township, which was opened last December. Construction of the interchange at 
this time will allow Route 287 traffic loads to move freely through the area 


during construction of Route 80 in this vicinity. 


The Department spokesman said the "Information Center", the first of its kind to 
be attempted, is an experiment. He explained the Department, through the Center, 
hopes to cet as much information as possible to persons directly affected by the 
construction, It is hoped this person-to-person meeting device will eliminate 


uncertainty, and resolve future situations before they become problems, 


Owners of properties affected by the interchange were notified by mail last 
Fall. Since then the owners have been called on by Departmental Right of Way 
representatives. Preliminary investigations of the properties are nearing com- 
pletion, and appraisals are now underway, After the appraisals are completed,

Highway Commissioner Dwight R. G. Palmer stated today that he had 
received a petition from the New York, Susquehanna & Western Railroad 
to reduce its passenger service to two round trips per day between

in the State Office Building in Newark, 


The Commissioner reviewed the efforts which had been made in the last 
seven months to preserve and improve Susquehanna service. He recalled 
that prior thereto the former manavrement of the railroad had sought 

by every possible means to discontinue all passenger trains, and that 
it was not until Mr. Irvine Maidman became Chairman of the Board that 
a real effort had been made to attract patronage and build up a 


declining operation. 


Commissioner Palmer outlined the contractual arrangement which had 
been made with the Susquehanna last July whereby in return for State 
financial assistance the railroad had increased its service from 6 to 
le trains per day. He said the contract also required the railroad to 
pursue diligently efforts to extend its trains from its present bus 


transfer station near North Bergen to a terminal which would provide 
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easy access to a trans-Hudson carrier for passengers destined to 
lower Manhattan, such as the Erie-Lackawanna terminal in Hoboken or 


the Journal Square station of PATH. 


According to the Commissioner, the Susquehanna has been unsuccessful 
up to this time in negotiating acceptable agreements with other 
railroads necessary to reach such terminals. Though the Susquehanna 
officials entertain a hope of working out these arrangements, the 
Commissioner has been informed by the railroad that its precarious 
financial situation will not permit continued operation of the 
present number of trains and that an immediate curtailment to four 


trains must be made, 


Commissioner Palmer expressed regret that the railroad considered 
this action necessary, in view of the cooperative efforts of the 
State, railroad, municipalities and commuters to stimulate travel in 
recent months. He said he was hopeful that the public hearing would 
produce helpful results and urged that all interested parties submit

Snow Removal 


Trenton, January 17 - The New Jersey State Highway Department today called 
attention to hazardous driving conditions created by operators of gasoline 
stations, diners and other commercial establishments who remove snow from 


their driveways and parking areas and dump it on State highways. 


Highway Commissioner Dwight R. G. Palmer said the Department has received 
several recent complaints regarding mounds of snow on State highways in 
various parts of New Jersey. Upon investigation, the Commissioner said, 
it was found that highway crews had worked through the night of January 
13 to clear the highways down to the bare pavement. The following day, 
owners of commercial establishments cleared off their own property and 


placed the snow back on the highway. 


This practice has been observed by many private citizens who have written 
to the Highway Department complaining about it, the Commissioner added; 


and has also been noted by Highway Department personnels 


For example, one resident of the Paterson-Clifton area who complained about 
gasoline stations dumping snow on to the righthand lane of Route 20 wrote, 
"The driver who rides the righthand lane has difficulty stopping suddenly 
on the slippery road when he cames upon this obstruction and many times 

the traffic does not permit him to swing into the next lane." Also, the 


mound is usually so large that it freeges overnight, and remains a hazard.

Snow Removal 
The Highway Department does not have the funds with which to remove not only 
all of the snow which falls upon the highway in the first place but aiso 
that which falls upon adjacent commercial establishments, the Commissioner 
said, and it is certainly cause for regret that the hazardous conditions 
cited in the complaints to the Department result not from an "Act of God," 


but from acts of commercial establishments « 


Police Departments in many communities cooperate with the Highway Department 
by refusing to permit snow to be dumped upon State highways, but this cooper= 
ation does not extend to all communities within the State. As a result, the 
Commissioner said, the Highway Department intends to propose legislation 
imposing stiff penalties upon anyone who creates a traffic hazard by 


obstructing a highway. 


The Highway Department has also been concerned for some time with the traffic 
hazard created by cars left on the highway during a snow storm, If such 
vehicles are not removed, snow plows must move around them resulting in walls 
of snow and ice and a dangerous reduction in the capacity of the highway to 


carry traffic safely. 


Some local police departments apparently are unaware of the authority they 
now possess under Chapter h, Section 136 of Title 39 R.S. (39:l.136) of the 
Revised Statutes (the Motor Vehicle Code) to remove vehicles which constitute 


dangerous obstructions or hazards upon the highways. 


The Highway Department believes use of this Statute would go far to remove 
many of the difficulties which plagued travelers within our State during
